FIGHTING POR FACTS. 
HE search for the cause of infan- 
tile paralysis seems to have result- 
ed in a hopeless controversy, Five 
or sig years/age Dr, Flexner de- 
seribed g small globoid organism grown 
from the noses of persons whe had in- 
fantile paralysis and claimed that it wae 
the cause ef the disease. The disease 
was produced in experimental animals 
by the injestion ef eultures ef thie glo- 
bold body, The tendency was to accept 
this organism as the cause of the dis- 
ease, but the discovery did not result in 
any gain of practical importance. 

The organism was too diMeult to 
for the ordinary laberstory, In conse- 
quence bacterial diagnosis of the disputed 
eases wag not possible, One set of phy- 
sicians would pronounce a case infantile 
paralysis, another set would say it was 
not, and there the matter stopped. 
Neither side could prove that it was 
right. The Flexner diseovery led te ne 
serum for the eure of the disease and 
ne vaccine te prevent it. It did not 
clear up the questions a3: te hew it was 
spread, 

A few years later Dr. Rosenow de- 
scribed a strepteeoccus which he thought 
was the cause ef the disease, He grew 
his gecqus from the nises of persons 
with infantile paralysis. With the eu!- 
tule he preduced infantile paralysis in 
suseeptible animals. 4 VFlexner had 
done with his organism, Rosenow found 
bis eoecus in inflamed tissues of infected 


pergens and animale.

They denied 
that the globoid organism could be grown 
from a streptececeus form. They ex- 
plained why most persons who are in- 
fected with the organism of infantile 
paralysis never have any symptoms ex- 
eept these of a bad cold or a slight 
bowel disturbance vy saying that the 
choroid Nexus, a covering of a part of 
the nervous system, acted as a eurtain 
and shielded the globoid body away from 
the spinal cord.

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WAR SERVICE AND THE COLLEGES

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Vice Ohgirman of Committee on War Courses, Princeten University.] 


The announcement that the war de- 
partment favors the lowering of the 
draft age te 18 years is of first impor- 
tance to the calleges and universities 
of the country, It comes at the time 
when a large body of young men are 
considering the question of entering 
our colleges or returning after the 


summer recess. It is therefore impor- 


tant that the bearing of the change 


on attendance at the colleges should 


be made clear as quickly as possible. 
It is fortunate that the relation of 


college training to the war has been 


under consideration by the war depart- 


ment for the last six months, On June 
29 the war department announced the 
organization of a new arm of the serv- 
los to be known as the Students’ Army 
Training corps. Units of this corps are 
subject to the following regulations: 


“ All able-bodied students in the col- 


leges in whieh training units are or- 
ganized 
over the legal enlistment age of 18. Stu- 
dents under 18 will be encouraged to 
enroll in the training units. Students 
neither enlisted nor enrolled will not 
be entitled ta enter the 1 units

18 will constitute them members of the 
army of the United States, and they

History of the Case. 

Briefly, the facts on the uxemption 
of Edsel Ford, as gathered at district 
appeal board headquarters, are these:

There was much 
indignation in Detroit over this. The 
board stayed Edsel'’s induction into 
military service while his appeal was 
pending. The case never was decided 
by the president. The Ford appeal 
was still pending when the new regu 
lations of Dec. 15, 1917, went into ef-. 
fect. Under that rule young Ford was 
put into class 3-L as being indispensi- 
ble to a necessary war industry and 
into class 2-A as being a married man 
with children not mainly dependent 
upon his labor for support. 

Questions Voters Ask. 

In Giscussing this Michigan voters 
| point out that the Ford plant is so 
highly organized that it would almost 
run itself—high power efficiency has 
always been its boast. And if its foun- 


| der and head, Henry Ford, can be 


spared to go to the senate, they find 
it difficult to discern how the. son, 
after a few years’ training in the gas 
engine business can be indispensable 
to its operation. 

Back of these arguments. is a crit- 
icism of the spirit of bomb proofing dis-

Yet to try to talk to some people, even 
those happiest in such an experience, 
about natural food flavors, which they 
have not yet learned to appreciate, is 
likely to bore them.

Perhaps the flavors least understood 
and appreciated are those of the vege- 
tables. Everybody with a garden 
should know what a plain raw tomato 
tastes like. To be quite personal about 
this I will say that a plain raw to- 
mato. which I had a great desire to 
eat as a child, positively and decidedly 
nauseated me. As I have trained my 
taste to fineness I find a plain raw 
tomato often as delicious as any fresh 
fruit, and I believe it most wholesome 
when so consumed. A perfect tomato 
is capable of giving a wonderful tittila- 
tion to our taste buds. ; f

And it is the same with a raw cu- 
cumber plain. Thousands of people 
who think they cannot eat cucumbers, 
with their precious 95 per cent of min- 
eral water, could eat them without 
any dressing of any sort if they would 
but learn to do it. 

We do eat celery and radishes in 
this way, but few eat them without 
salt, and too much of it. No one who 
will learn to eat them without salt 
will ever go back to it. A teaspoon of 
salt will savor a pint of Liquid, but 
many people will eat that in consum- 
ing an “order” of radishes. It is un- 
| wholesome.

There are various other raw vege- 
tables which we might eat plain to our 
advantage. A raw turnip scraped gives 
us something that is deliciously sweet, 
and some people bite into small kohl- 
rabis as they would bite into an apple; 
eat them out of hand,” as it were. 
In making the mixture called com- 
bination salad it is best to scant the 
dressing and in general to keep the 
salad from sloppiness. Too much 
dressing makes it so, and so do ripe, 
juicy tomatoes. More dressing is need.
